This 
parade was known as the "Fifth Annual Salute to Israel ' 
Parade". ' i 


This article went on to state that the marchers 
in this parade were heckled by members of the NRP, a 
neo-Nazi group. It mentioned that about a dozen members 
of the NRP picketed behind police barricades at '60th Street 
and Fifth Avenue. They carried a large red flag decorated 
with a black thunderbolt on a circular field of white. 


On June 2, 1969, SAS of the FBI observed a mass 
public meeting held at Manhattan Center, 311 West 34th 
Street, New York, New York, under the sponsorship of 
the Fifth Avenue Vietnam Peace Parade Committee (FAVPPC) , 
a New York City anti-war co-ordinating committee. Prior 
to the meeting the NRP held a picket line demonstration 
across the street from the Manhattan Center, consisting 
of approximately 15 individuals waving Nazi flags. This 
counter-demonstration began at 7:15 p.m. and ended at 
8:30 p.m. 


On June 21, 1969, the NRP set up a picket line 
across the street from a bookstore located at 42nd Street 
and Broadway , to protest the selling- of pornographic 
literature. ■ Eleven NRP members marched in the line and 
three members watched from across the street.

On August 9, 1969, a peace demonstration-march 
began at 41st Street in New York City, The demonstrators 
marched past Times Square in New York Citv, wh ©3?0 ci counter- 
demonstration was observed by FBI personnel as being held 
in the vicinity of the Armed Forces Recruiting Station, This 
counter-demonstration was . sponsored by the MRP and about 
ten individuals were participating.

further describes itself as the "Black Community. News Service", 
states that the BPP advocates the use of guns and guerrilla 
tactics in its revolutionary program to end oppression of the 
black people. Residents of the black community are urged to 
arm themselves against the police who are consistently 
referred to in the publication as "pigs" who should be. killed. 

"The Black Panther" issue of September 7, 1968, 
contains an .editorial by BPP Minister of Education, GEORGE ■ 
MASON MURRAY, which ends’ with the following: 

"Black men . Black people , colored persons of 
America, revolt everywhere! Arm yourselves. The only culture 
worth keeping is a revolutionary culture. Change. Freedom 
everywhere.

NATIONAL RENAISSANCE PARTY 

On April 1, 1969, a source advised that the 
National Renaissance Party (NRP) was founded in 1949 by 
JAMES H. MADOLE, who continues to serve as its National 
Director and who completely controls the organization. 

The source advised that the NRP is headquartered in 

MADOLE' s residence at 10 West 90th Street, New York, New York, 

where weekly meetings and social gatherings are held. 

The source described the NRP as an anti-Negro, 
anti-Semitic, and neo— Fascist organization. 

This source stated on July 28, 1966, that the 
program of the NRP, formulated in 1965, is aimed at the 
establishment of a "Racial Nationalist State to be 
accomplished by calling a Constitutional Convention to 
ratify necessary amendments to the United States Const! 
tion in order to carry out the NRP program. The source 
advised that as of April 1, 1969, the NRP program remains 
in effect and includes intentions to enact legislation to 
prohibit intermarriage between race3, restrict American 
citizenship to mentally and genetically sound Caucasians, 
and hasten the repatriation of American Negroes to indepen- 
dent black African nations.

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On June 6, 1970* the National Renaissance Party (NRP) 
sponsored a street rally at Second Avenue between 83rd and 
84th Streets, New York City. This rally commenced at approximately

• At 6:45 PM a speaker’s platform was erected on the 
hood of BRUCE ITHIER 's station wagon. A public address system 
was also set up and MADOLE, MOSTACCIO, ITHIER, and KERR made 
speeches. All of , the speeches were basically anti“*Semitic 
and anti-Negro in nature. 

At about 7:15 PM, the public address system became 
defective and ..unusable. This led to the end of the street 
rally at an earlier time than ^originally anticpated. CURTIS 
BRUEN was scheduled to give a speech but was unable to do 
so because of the breakdown of the public address system. 

The NRP members present, other than the speakers, 
stood around the speaker. ’s platform. Three flags were flown. 

One was the United States flag and the other two bore the 
thunderbolt insignia of the .NRP. Thunderbolt armbands were 
also worn by those present. 

. At the height of this street rally, a crowd of 
about 300 spectators gathered across the street from the 
speaker’s platform. Most of these jeered and heckled the 
NRP activity. Three persons tried to engage in physical 
violence with the NRP members, and were removed from the 
area by the NY City Police Department. A set of wooden 
barricades had been erected by the NYCPD around the NRP 
speaker's platform.

No literature was distributed and no signs or 
posters were exhibited. Also, no picket line was formed by 
those present. 

At the end of the rally everyone present except 
GOSLICK and MANCHESTER returned to NRP headquarters of MADOLE's 
residence, 10 West 90th St., Apt. 8, NYC. Other street rallies 
similiar to this one, are to be held on June 13, June 20, and 
June 27, 1970.
